while it showed a deticiuey ot 8 5 mches 
April 4th to May 16th. 


A drouth was aleo predicted for the 


Gulf States, Out of fourteen weathei 
bureau stations m the Gult States two 
showed a plus aud twelve a minus ram- 
fa il from March to May 16th and the 
deficiency for the 14 stations for tbe 
six weeks was 98.3 inches, 


Another part of the forecast was tbat 


the Missouri valley and Rocky moun- 
tain countries would have an excess 
of rainfall. The thirty-seven weather 
bureau stations covering tbe territory 
mentioned show au excess of rainfall 
from April 4th to May 16th of 16.6 
inobes. 


These ramfull 
forecasts are pub- 


lished a month in advance and while 
not correct for a few special localities 
they are correct when tne' whole of the 
section of country la taken together 
for which the foreasts were made. 


I believe that tbe drouth will damage 


the crops in the Omo valley and east of 
the Missouri liver this year, and also 
in tbe Southern States. For these 
reasons it will be of interest to keep 
watch on tbe records in order to test 
the value of these drouth forcaats. 
Tbe foreasts also indicated a de- 
ficiency of rainfall for the Pacific 
states and the result is well known. 
The drouth for April aud May was 
serious,
